— 44 States Legislate Relief 
For Underpaid School Teachers 


NEW YORK, Aug. 30—(4)— 
America’s education systems, on 
the eve of a banner season, are 


undergoing some major adjust- 
ments. 

In the last year, at least 44 State 
legislatures have made noteworthy 
changes in the status of school- 
marm and pupil. This follows a 
rash of strikes and complaints 
against salaries and working con- 
ditions, and reports that a bumper 
crop of new pupils is coming up. 

When the legislative halls clear- 
ed; according to information. gath- 
ered by the National Education 
Association, lawmakers had passed 
nearly 40% statutes providing for 
more adequate school financing, 
greater equalization of educational 
opportunities, increased teachers’ 

laries, liberalized teachers’ re- 
tirement benefits, tightened re- 
quirements for teaching certifica- 
tion and modified 
programs. 

Analysis of the new lavgs dis- 
closes that 33 States increased the 
gmounts appropriated to support 
their minimum programs and that 
26 boosted appropriations to help 
equalize educational opportunities 
among school districts. Illinois ex- 


tended such aid to the junior col-| 


lege level. 

The high spot in school legisla- 
tion was widespread agreement 
that teachers’ salaries were too 
low. With the exceptions of Con- 
necticut, lowa, Montana, Nebraska, 
New Mexico, South Dakota and 
Wyoming, each of the 44 States re- 
porting passed emergency appro- 
priations to grant cost-of-living 
bonuses or raised minimum sal- 
aries. 

Even in States which did not 

act, many local units raised teach- 
ers’ salaries. 
- New or liberalized retirement 
plans were authorized by 27 States. 
Increased State contributions, with 
consequent decreases in contribu- 
tions by individual teachers were 
provided, additional categories of 
teachers were permitted to join 
the plans, and credit was granted 
for war-connected or prior serv- 
ices. In addition, increased allow- 
ances were made to teachers now 
on the retirement rolls. 

In the matter of professional 
standards, Arkansas provided for 
progressive raising of certification 
requirements after July 1, 1948. 
Idaho made four years’ college

By DAVID TAYLOR MARKE 
emergency eertificates “as soon as 
possible.” 

Both Maryland and Arkansas 
ruled that classes should be cut to 
average 30 pupils. 

Illinois and Virginia prohibited 
the dismissal of a woman teacher 
because of marriage, while Con- 
‘necticut barred discrimination in 
‘employment because of race, creed 
‘or color. South Carolina gave 
teachers legal remedies in cases 
‘of salary discriminations. 
| New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and Texas all passed laws outlaw- 
‘ing teacher strikes. Texas also 
‘outlawed collective bargaining. 

The legislatures of Pennsylvania 
‘and Missouri decreed revisions in 
‘the teaching of American history 
‘land government. In Missouri, in 
addition, the Constitution of the 
United States and the history of 
Missouri were made required sub- 
jects to be taught not later than 
the seventh grade and running 
through high school and into col- 
lege. Failure on the part of a 
‘teacher, principal or superintend- 
‘ent to teach such courses makes 
them subject to dismissal. 
| In Oregon, State law now re 
quires the teaching of racial and 
\religious tolerance in the public 
‘schools. 

Both Indiana and Montana re 
quire elementary and high schools 
'to teach the effects of {ntoxicating 
liquors and narcotics. 

Special courses for handicapped 
children were provided in Indiana. 
Oklahoma initiated a program of 
audio-visual education. 

Connecticut, Illinois and Penn- 
sylvania set up courses in motor 
vehicle operation, traffic safety 
and home safety education. 

The legislatures provided signifi- 
cant extensions affecting the edu- 
cation of children under six years 
of age. Arkansas now is the only 
State without legislation relating 
to education of preschool children, 
according to Mary Dabney Davis, 
specialist in nursery-kindergarten- 
primary education of the U. S. 
Office of Education. 

“Some States,” said Miss Davis, 
“either by having no lower age 


limit upon school admission or by 
enacting specific laws, have au-| 2:°%

Vocational education also has re- 
ceived considerable attention, says 
Dr. R. W. Gregory, Asst. U 
Commissioner for Vocational Edu- 
cation, U. S. Office of Education. 
“The demands now being made 
upon our educational system in 
all States and local communities 
to provide general and technical 
training far in excess of normal 
enrollments have taxed the capaci- 
ties of our physical plants beyond 
all reasonable expectations, The 
total problem of meeting the emer- 
gency thus created was made more 
acute because of a shortage of 
qualified teachers.” 

A number of State legislatures 
increased appropriations for voca- 
tional education. In Vermont, this 
increase for the biennium went 
from $35,000 in 1946-1947 to $65,- 
000 for 1947-1948 and to $75,000 
for 1948-1949. In Texas, the State 
legislature increased its appropria- 
tions for vocational education 
more than 65 percent. 

New York, Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land, Tennessee, Delaware, West 
Virginia and Rhode Island voted 
to increase salaries of vocational 
teachers to attract and hold able 
and qualified teachers.

Big Red has not had time to gnaw his beef bone 
and cool off when the big test comes, Horseface re- 
lates. An 18-year-old waterboy at the Alpharetta Camp 
knows Big Red has run about as far as any dog has a 
right to run in one day. So he decides to take a chance. 


“Dat deblish dog hits de train at de Ebenezer 
Church, where dat boy done left from,” Horseface says. 
He waves his hands excitedly. “Does he run like a 
tired dog? No, suh, he don’t. Big Red hit de trail like 
a race hoss.” : 


This water boy is smart, though, Horseface con- 
tinues. He sticks to the ridges in the hilly country, 
where Big Red can’t get to water. He knows most dogs 
will break trail on a hot day unless they can get 
water to drink. 


But not Big Red. He stays right on the track, 
although his lusty baying sounds a little hoarse now 
and then. Horseface says the other dogs begin drop- 
ping out one by one. They flop in shades, frothing 
at the mouth and begging for water. 

“De cops put fresh dogs in de race,” Horseface 
says. “But Big Red ain’t payin’ no attention. He 
just keeps dat big nose close to de ground and his feet 
dey keep a flyin’. 

“Dat nigger, he’s a runnin’, too. An’ he’ a stickin’ 
to de ridges, hoping dat! ol’ red debil will run his- 


oe ee ~ ” 
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self clean to death. But ol’ Big Red, he jest keeps a 
bayin’ and a comin’.” 

That last race measures exactly 25 miles, Horseface 
tells hit \isteners. Finally, the fugitive water boy 
comes to the Chattahoochee River and starts across. 
Then he realizes he cannot swim, and turns sharply 
up the steep banks. 


“De dogs stop at de cliffs,” Horseface says. ‘Dat is, 
all ’ceptin’ Big Red. Dat debil’s tongue is hangin’ out 
most a yard long an’ he’s frothin’ at de mouth like a 
mad dog. But he tackle dat cliff jest de same. 


“Up dey go, dat nigger arid de dog. An’ Big Red, 
he’s fightin’ mad. 

“Dat nigger finally scramble over de top of de 
cliff. Den he look back. Big Red ain’t a dozen yards 
behin’. His eyes are shinin’ like balls of fire an’ his 
teeth look like a alligator’s.” 


This sight is too much for the water boy, Horse- 
face explains, shuddering slightly. The water boy 
stumbles up to a waiting auto and stammers: 

“Please, suh, boss, Let me in befo’ dat dog eat me 
alive.” 

The driver is only too glad to let the tired water 
boy in the car, Horseface says, because the driver is 
a Fulton County cop. 

“Know what Big Red’s doin’ now?” Horseface de- 
mands. Snake and Bo-Rat and Black Tom shake their 
heads. He’s gnawing dat beef bone and waitin’ for 
the next break,” Horseface says. “Know what dat 
water boy’s doin’?” Without waiting for an answer 
he goes on: “He's breaking rocks in de biggest rock 
pile in Fulton County an’ cussing dat deblish dog.”

State REAs Set Plans 


For service Expansion 


In an effort to bring electricity to the 122,797 Georgia farm 
homes still without such service, the Rural Electrification Adminis- 
tration in Georgia is pushing plans to extend the REA lines in 
this State. 

According to the latest 
the 42 electric co-operatives in 
Georgia have approximately 23,- 
000 miles of rural lines which 
ve 94,000 farm families, rep- 
resenting 42 percent of the total 
number of the estimated 214,979 
farms in Georgia. In Georgia, 
REA serves some part of every 
Co except two. Towns and 
Linion Counties are 99 percent 
erectrified by TVA power. 

REA progress. in Georgia coin- 
with similar _ progress 
f;roucghout the Nation. The Agri- 
‘ulture Department in Washington 
now estimates that REA service 
will reach an additional 396,000 
farm families as a result of REA 
loans in 1947. These loans amount 
to $251,349;172, of which $5,977,- 
6815 have been allotted to Georgia | 
REAs for extensions and improve- 
ments. 

Since REA came to Georgia, the 
rural usage of electricty has greatly 
expanded. In 1935, the average 
Georgia farmer, with rural electri-

Concerning the situation in Geor- 
gia, Paul A. Crawford, Jr., REA

“In 1935, only three percent of 
Georgia’s farms were electrified.

‘electricity. In 1945, they had ad- 
'vanced to 34 percent and although |

standstill during the war, 42 per- 
cent of Georgia’s farms were elec-| 
trified at the end of 1946. If we

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Gen. Eisenhower Sees No War---Now 


The nation, with reason, trusts Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower, now Army Chief of 
Staff and soon to become President of 
Columbia University. 

Therefore, it will receive with grati- 
tude the speech of the General to the 
American Legion in New York in which 
he said he foresees no global war in the 
immediate future. 


We trust the nation will receive 
thoughtfully and with determination the 
General’s further declaration that with 
the world divided into two great camps, 
one grouped around dictatorships and the 
other around democracy, this nation must 
stand staunchly in support of freedom and 
peoples anywhere who are willing to go 
along with us. 


We liked it, too, when he said: 


“As long as deliberate aggression 
against the rights of free men and the 
existence of free government may be a 
part of the international picture, we must 
be prepared for whatever this may finally 
mean to us,” he said. 

“The friends of freedom must stand 
staunchly in its support or its foes will 
eliminate freedom from the earth.” 


That means a hand in Europe. 

He gave emphatic indorsement to uni- 
versal military service. We long have be- 
lieved in that. 

Parents who do not know, should in- 
vestigate the modern training methods 
used by the Army. They remove cause for 
all the old objections. A year’s service is 
not “a lost year.” Parents, and the men 
involved, could with truth look on it as 
a year of education more valuable than 
any one year in a formal school. 

As Gen. Eisenhower said, universal 
training is at once “the least burdensome 
and the most equitable solution yet sug- 
gested” to assure us of a reservoir of 
trained man power. 

His concluding statement cannot be 
argued away or denied in any particle. 
If war comes, we will be the first target, 
since we will not begin a war of aggres- 
sion, and the world knows it. Therefore, 
he said: 

“We must so gird ourselves that a 
predatory aggressor will realize that, 
should he provoke war, it will likely be 
fought over his territory.” 

Gen. Eisenhower makes sense in peace 
as in war. 


Lindley Camp's Fine Record 


Nothing, we think, has been more rep- 
rehensible than the effort to smear the 
record of the late Lindley Camp, Solicitor 
of the Criminal Court, with a story that 
a “deal” had been made to let Charlie 
Dodys, recently paroled lottery king, off 
with a short sentence and a fine. 

The late Solicitor Camp came to The 
Constitution and solicited its help in 
breaking the lottery racket. That racket 
was broken, and still is in a badly crip- 
pled condition. It was this newspaper 
which put extra men to work in assisting 
to publicize the campaign. 

When the kingpins in the racket were 
arrested and indicted, the late Mr. Camp 
asked our advice, saying that since they 
would not plead guilty and he had some 
witnesses who might be blackmailed into 


running out on him, he might have to 
offer a short sentence in exchange for a 
guilty plea. The operators refused to 
accept it and Lindley Camp withdrew the 
offer, pressed the investigation, got wit- 
nesses who would stand up and got con- 
victions in court. It was one of the most 
effective such jobs in this decade. 

Lindley Camp was a fine gentleman, 
an honest and able public official, and 
was our friend and the friend of every 
law-abiding citizen. The puny effort to 
impute a “deal” in his conviction of the 
lottery racket leaders is false and con- 
temptible. 

Let the present staff of law-enforce- 
ment officials take him as a model and 
the city and county will be better off 
and freer from crime. 


More Lighted Streets Would Help 


The Atlanta Constitution has no ready 
solution to the rising wave of crime, petty 
and large. 

Police Chief Jenkins’ problem is the 
more acute because the City of Atlanta, 
being the metropolitan center, attracts 
criminals from this and other counties. 


His program of rounding up loiterers 
and gamblers is to be commended. It is, 
however, an old story. It cannot fail to 
remind him and others that in the months 
past they have not been rounded up. It 
is reminiscent of the old-time, semiannual 
roundup of street-walkers. Nevertheless, 
it is better than nothing. 


The remedy is long-range and involves 
the social wrongs, slums, the growing 
number -of persons who have no skills 
for jobs in the modern technology, and 
the fact that every war is followed by a 
rise in crime. 

A few pertinent suggestions come to us. 

More lights on streets which need them 


badly would help. Darkness is the crimi- 
nal’s friend. It is especially the pal of 
the holdup artist, and of the thieves who 
work on automobiles. 

In this the county is even more dere- 
lict than the city. Many of the urban 
county centers, which doubled in size 
during the war, have long stretches of 
streets lighted by an occasional small 
bulb, if at all. 

Also, we see a growing number of 
windows filled with pistols for sale. 

It is supposed to be necessary to have 
a permit to buy a pistol. The police them- 
selves must know that law is simply ig- 
nored by most merchants of guns. It is 
perfectly silly for a civilized community 
to have such lax laws concerning the sale 
of guns when holdups indicate that any 
criminal who wants one can get it. 

There are other suggestions. But these 
two seem the more important at the mo- 
ment because they are those about Which 
something can be done immediately. 


Brother Davis 
Still Troubles Me 


Brother Davis troubles me. 
Although, goodness knows, Brother Davis is 
' gone to glory and is not himself troubled. 

Brother Davis is the man of great faith who gulped—while 
the less faithful sipped—the “Salvation cocktail’ handed him by 
his pastor in what might be called a backwoods community out 
from Summerville, Ga. 

The cocktail was composed of strychnine and bichloride of 
mercury. Those of little faith lived, having but sipped; but 
Brother Davis, being of great faith, gulped and died. He pined 
for a while, picking gospel tunes on his guitar, until the dark 
messenger came and ushered his spirit into the craft with Charon. 

The whole thing troubles me. There are thousands of starved 
and empty lives in every large community to whom the calm 
routine of services in the organized churches means little or noth- 
ing. Out of the starved spiritual and cultural cupboard of their 
lives comes this desire, which finds release in shouting, in frenzy, 
in a trance-like mood when the lips utter strange sounds; when 
life becomes wonderful and one is transported from reality to 
an exalted sphere where one may reach out and clutch a glass 
of poisoned water and drink it off—or take up poisonous reptiles 
and fondle them. 


Release If religion is to transform one’s life—well, then, they 

feel, let it be transformed by this hypnotic ecstasy. 
For them, at least, the singing of hymns, a sermon of intelligence 
and logic provide no emotional release. 

So, the organized church does not at all reach these thousands 
who go off into the queer churches, often cunningly exploited by 
charlatans for their own profit. And there doesn’t seem to be 
any ready answer. Except, I think, the long view answer that 
education and a decent place to live and a job must be provided 
by this best of all systems, the capitalistic even if it takes govern- 
ment subsidy to reach down to those lower levels. But, even that 
is not the full answer. 

Brother Davis, who has gone through that door to which there 
is no key, knows the answer, I guess. But his is the path which 
to discover we must travel too, using as our transportation heart 
attack, senile death, cancer, car wreck or some other vehicle. 
Few will use Brother Davis’ steed, the poison cup taken in moment 


of great ecstasy. 

° What makes it~all the more ironic is that 
Mark 16:17-1 the two verses upon which these poor per- 
sons are aroused to take up snakes, drink poison, speak in tongues 
or to roll about the floor shrieking in the grip of the “spirit,” are 
very dubious portions of the Bible. 

They are found in the sixteenth chapter of Mark, the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth verses: “In my name they shall 
speak new tongues; shall take up serpents, and if they drink 
any deadly thing, it shall not hurt them.” 

The “ending” to the gospel of Mark is found in the King 
James version, and is left out of some others. It was added to 
the King James version merely because it was judged to be the 


better of several other “endings.” 

Choice The scholars who compiled the later editions simply 
took what seemed to them the most likely, and left 

out the others. 

The oldest known New Testament does not at all include the 
King James “ending” for Mark. The ending upon which poor 
people are aroused to handle snakes, drink poison and speak in 
tongues was written at least 100 years after the first book of Mark. 

That book ends with the eighth verse of the sixteenth chap- 
ter. More than a century later, some writer of the day simply 
added the generally used “ending.” Other writers added their 
own ending because, one may assume, the ending in the oldest 
form seemed to end too abruptly and to be left hanging. 

The Old Testament was very well preserved during and after 
the captivity, but the whole of the New Testament writings 


were destroyed. 
300 Years It was not until about 300 years after the 
Crucifixion that devout, and no doubt inspired, 
men began to write down the scriptures as they had come down 
by word of mouth. They were able to talk to old men, who remem- 
bered what other old men had said. They examined legend and 
they sifted the many variations. For at least two centuries there 
was much writing about the scriptures. There probably were as 
many manuscripts discarded as were used in compiling the Bible 
most of us know. 

Of these, the first ones did not at all contain the present ending 
to the Book of Mark. Indeed, none did contain it for more than 
100 years. It is possible to regret that the many scholars who 
prepared the King James version did not omit that ending, added 
by some unknown zealot a hundred years after the Book of Mark 
first was written. 

A lot of good men and women, ignorant through no fault of 
their own, have died from it. Brother Davis, dead of a Salvation 
cocktail, is but one. And he and others like him trouble me 
greatly. Because law is not. the full answer. Nor does it solve 
anything for the contemptuous to dismiss them as ignorant fools. 
Fundamentally, they are good people. Their failure is a part 
of our own.

' We Can Buy More 


It is gratifying to read that prospective pur- 
chasers from all parts of the world are being 
: Peet invited to attend the “Made in Georgia” Exposi- 
tion, which is to be held in the City Auditorium from Oct. 8 through 
Oct. 12. Just how many such future customers for the products 
of this State will be able to accept the invitation and from what 
place the most traveled visitor comes is, of course, impossible to 
forecast. But the very fact that the invitations are going forth 
should prove of high publicity value in informing the world that 
Georgia is not only a productive agricultural State, but also a State 
important industrially, where thousands of manufactured articles 
are made and where new and enlarged industry is the story of 
every day. 
While it is advisable for Georgians, when 
Trade Is Mutual buying, to select Georgia-made goods, if 


such goods are available, we must never forget that if trade is to be | 
successful it must include purchasing as well as selling. We cannot | 


expect to sell to others if we do not reciprocate and buy of their 
products, too. 

Whether as individuals, as communities, as states or as nations, 
we cannot establish and continue a sound economy on any plans for 
one-way trade alone. If our ambition is to sell only, the result is 
gradual impoverishment of our market and deprivation to ourselves 
of commercial contacts upon which our trade depends. 

Money, after all, is merely a convenient method of bookkeeping 
in commerce. Of itself it has no value. Its sole value consists o 
its purchasing power. The entire world prospers when trade is 
free of restraint, when he who sells also buys and when he who 
buys can likewise find open markets for what he would sell. 


The proof of the wealth of a State is not, 
in final analysis, to be found in the idle

credits on its merchants’ ledgers, or in the unused balances in the | 


records of its banks. Its wealth is revealed in the desirable prod- 
ucts of other lands it has been able to purchase and import. Its 
richness is shown in the precious goods it can afford to buy from 
the markets of the world. 

So we would sell our own products in order to acquire sufficient 
wealth to buy for ourselves those things which others would sell 
to us. 

And if we would continue selling to others, we must keep them 
uble to buy, by ourselves purchasing from them the products of their 
fields and factories, their mines and streams and arts. 

That is why I hope the coming ‘Made in Georgia” Exposition 
will attract buyers from many far. places and will result in opening 
new outlets in world trade for the things made in this State. So 
that we shall then be able to import for our own comfort and 
pleasure and prosperity the worthwhile things that others have 


to sell. 

It has commonly been said that this State 
No Trade Walls could, if necessary, build a wall all around 
her boundaries and live within it. Probably so. But it would be 
very unfortunate for the State. 

Expanding Georgia industry is good. It is needed, primarily 
for the processing into the more valuable articles of commerce the 
raw materials to be found here. 

It is, as said, good for Georgians to trade with Georgians, but 
only insofar as Georgia products can compete on at least equal 
terms with the products made outside this State. Let us, in short, 
give preference to our fellow Georgians when we buy, but only 
when their goods are at least equal in quality with competing lines 
and when their prices are not higher than those for out-of-State goods. 

If world economy, including our own, is to rest on firm founda- 
tion, there must be an end to all restrictions on world trade. 
dom of commerce is as vital as any other cherished freedom of man- 
kind and we must always remember that if we would freely sell, 
we must make it as easy for others to sell to us.

The improvers have argued for 
drastic national laws to make peo- 
ple in the backward region behave 
better. But when men accused of 
wrongdoing were instructed to 
write their ‘names, and some of 
‘them made only an “X,” a few of 
‘the most astute improvers said: 
“We have been going at this in the 
i'wrong way. Force can’t give peo- 
iple different ideas or ideals. What 
‘the job requires is education.” 
And this is an idea for rich con- 
‘servatives who wish to protect the 
inheritance of their children from 
wild radicals. End poverty and 
‘ignorance and nobody will support 
‘crackpot isms. People become con-

few wild radicals in a place where 
every adult has a well-larded mid- 
riff.

The Capitol 
Needs a Housecleaning

Once, according to fable, there was a man who could not see the 
forest for the trees. Step up, folks, and meet a group of men whe 
apparently are so awed by the grandeur and majesty of their own 
particular timber tract as a whole they cannot focus their eyes on 
a single tree. 

These men compose the State Agriculture and Industrial Devel- 
opment Board, now on the verge of a campaign to clean up res 
taurants and filling stations in the interest of Georgia’s tourist 
industry. 

They will direct their campaign—a truly commendable one— 
from the dirtiest important public building and the most neglected 
tourist attraction in Georgia, namely, the State Capitol. 

An estimated 150 persons from outside Georgia visit the Capitol 
each week day. They find a gray, somber building miserably kept 
and filthy with dirt. A few superannuated Negro porters brush 
ineffectually at the more obvious trash and paper. 


A. J. Prater, Custodian, says he has eight por- 
ters on his payroll. Listed as sweepers, they 
are supposed to clean the Capitol corridors, stairways and corridor 
walls. It is interesting to note that all are listed as sweepers, none 
as scrubbers 

And it is obvious that soap and water are alien to the Capitol 
Building. A painter is employed the year around and he keeps 
busy repainting various sections of the walls. Children place 
smutty paws on the clean painted work. The marks remain there 
until they are painted over the following year. 

The House of Representatives and the Senate Chamber @e thick 
with dust. Occasionaliy these rooms are swept out. They are 
never scrubbed. Old paper lies around on the solon’s desks. Paste- 
board boxes clutter the supposedly august chambers. The ledges 
looking down around the rotunda contain enough dirt to grow cot- 
ton. Pictures in the rotunda have holes in the canvases. The gold 
in the frames is obscured by dirt. 

Battered and broken furniture clutters the corners of the vari- 
ous corridors in the Capitol. Some of its denizens freely spit upon 
the marble floor. Unsightly water coolers are dotted here and there, 

The elevators have not been dusted in several months. The 
floors of the elevators are swept only occasionally. Operators of 
the elevators smoke on duty, do not wear uniforms, Sang their 
coats and hats on coat hangers hooked to the sides of the lifts. 


Dirtiest Yet These are the sights that meet tourists who visit 

Georgia’s Capitol. This writer has been in most 
State Capitols in the South. Georgia’s Capitol is the most disrepu- 
table-I have seen. 

It could be different. For proof of this look at the State Office 
building and the State Highway Building. These structures are 
much newer, it is true. But I will wager they would not have 
their spic-and-span look if maintained by the Capitol cleaning force, 
These buildings are cleaned at night by professional contract clean- 
ers. The elevator operators wear neat uniforms which save their 
clothes and give the buiidings a more businesslike air. 

The A&ID Boards should be commended for its proposed cam- 
paign, but it should include a good housecleaning of the Capitol im 
the plans.

Usurping the 
Senate's Power 


When the Congress passes on a 
bill, it is natural MJ assume that 
the result is the considered opin- 
ion of that body. However, often 
the vote merely approves the find- 
ing of a badly informed or preju- 
diced committee. The committee, 
in its turn, may have adopted the 
ill-considered views of a subcom- 
mittee, And not infrequently, what 
passes for the legislative will is 
no more nor less than the whim of 
an individual member of the 
House or the Senate. 


A case history in point—par- 
ticularly so now that great sec- 
tions of the Midwest are suffer- 
ing from a gasoline shortage—is 
found in the action of the Sen- 


5° ‘Connally and the four high-priced 


&, cannot be reached now before the 
‘4 inext session that begins in Janu- 


ate on the Anglo-American Oil 
Treaty. Senator Connally, of 
Texas, was the Chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee 
when this treaty, designed to in- 
sure American access to Middle 
Eastern oil, was first negotiated. 
That was in 1944. 


This agreement might have been 
given effect by Presidential proc- 
lamation, but Senator Connally 
peremptorily demanded that it be 
sent to him. Without consulting 
President Roosevelt, Secretary 
Hull and Assistant Secretary 
Breckenridge Long, of the State 
Department, meekly complied. 


THEN, instead of stibmitting the 
treaty to his committee, Senator 
Connally announced to the press 


‘that it would never be adopted. 


Subsequently, the President with- 
drew the treaty “for further con- 
sideration.” There followed re- 
newed negotiations with the Brit- 


ish, this time in London. Almost 
two years ago, a substitute treaty 
was signed, which met every ob- 
jection that had been raised by 
certain American oil interests. As 
Chairman of the American dele- 
gation, I brought that treaty back 
and handed it to President Tru- 
man, who promptly gent it to the 
Senate, It is still there. 


So long as Senator Connally 
was Chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, he never 
even laid this treaty before his 
committee. Here was an instance 
of one Senator being bigger than 
his committee, and overshadow- 
ing the Senate itself. In 1946 
he was a candidate again for the 
Senate. His re-election was cer- 
tain, but he chose to believe that 
his seat might be in jeopardy. 
So he kept the treaty in his 
pocket for purely personal, po- 
litical reasons. 


When, unexpectedly in 1946, the 
Republicans won control of the 
Senate, Senator Vandenberg of 
Michigan succeeded Senator Con- 
nally as Chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee. Senator Van- 
denberg, a statesman who does 
not play petty, personal politics 
with important public business, 
gave assurance that the treaty 
would have a fair hearing. Unfor- 
tunately, however, in international 
oil matters, the State Department 
has been a dog in the manger, and 
from the beginning had sabotaged 
this treaty. It put the treaty so far 
down on its priority list that it 
was late in being reached. For this 
Senator Vandenberg was not to 
blame, 


MEANWHILE, Harry F. Sin- 
clair, of Teapot Dome disesteem, 
organized a campaign in Texas 
against the treaty. Just why he op- 
posed it, unless it was because of 
natural cussedness, no one knows. 
In any event, an elephant’s fear of 
a mouse was nothing when com- 
pared with Senator Connally’s 
trembling trepidation as to Harry 
F. Sinclair. Although he had been 
re-elected for a full term, Senator 
Connally continued to oppose the 
treaty, despite the fact that prac- 
tically every oil man in the United 
States supported it, excepting only 
Harry F. Sinclair and a few others 
of that sort. And also despite in- 
creasing evidence that the coun- 
try was facing an oil shortage. 


At the hearings of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, the State 
Department made a miserable 
showing. Under-Secretary Dean 
Acheson gave perfunctory ap- 
proval to the treaty, and then, 
so far as the State Department 
was concerned, the whole mat- 
ter was turned over to Mr. 
Charles B. Rayner, “petroleum 
adviser”, a kindly man of good 
intentions, but of no force. 


Secretary Marshall apparently 
did not choose to testify in behalf 
of this important agreement. Un- 
der-Secretary Clayton, who had 
promised to appear, and whose fa- 
vorable comments would have 
been important because he too is 
from the Texas of Senator Con- 
nally, took a walk-out powder, al- 
though at the end of the hearing 
he did send a favoring cablegram 
from -Geneva, Switzerland. In the 
end, over the opposition of Senator

In Paris, the program for co- 
operative reconstruction of west- 
ern Europe is actually nearing 
completion. According to Ameri- 
can officials holding a watching 
brief, the representatives of the 
sixteen participating nations have 
succeeded in all but one, very nat- 
ural respect. They have not 
pruned each other’s requirements 
for American dollars and goods 
which are needed to rebuild Eu- 
rope’s ruins, 


Thus the requests in the pre- 
liminary Paris drafts: are inflat- 
ed. They call for more than 
$12 billion in the first year of 
the Marshall plan’s operation, 
and just under $30 billion for 
the four years in which the plan 
is to be completed. 


As every one knows, this is why 
the State Department’s top plan- 
ner, George Kennan, has flown to 
Paris. The American government 
wishes to avoid the invidious role 
of budget maker for Europ, which 
would require slicing each of the 
sixteen nations’ individual 
quests to produce a reasonable 
total. 


AT THE SAME time, the Ad- 
ministration is determined that 
the total shall be reasonable, in 
order to prevent an angry public 


fined as $6 to $8 billion for the 
crucial first year, and $15 to $20 
billion over-all for the completion 
of the plan. 


Work is also going on in Wash- 
ington, meanwhile, in extra- 
ordinary obscurity. Yet several 
strikingly interesting ideas have 
already emerged in the Ameri- 
can Marshall plan Committees 
headed by Sec. of Commerce 
Harriman, Sec. of the Interior 
Krug and the President's chief 
economist, Dr. Nourse. 


Perhaps the most significant of 
the ideas now being batted back 
and forth relates to the American 
administration of the Marshall 
plan. Britain and the European 
nations are organizing committees 
which will supervise integrated 
reconstruction of western Europe- 
an fuel sources, transport, com- 
munications, agricultural produc- 
tion and so on. There must be 
some American agency to channel 
funds and goods to the European 
users, and to see that our funds 
and goods produce the desired re- 
turn of stability and prosperity.

There Was a Hot Time in Maryland When 
the Dentist Tried to Jilt His Quick- 


Tempered Girl 


AYBE Dr. Vincente Roca 
should never have sent his 
Carmen that Christmas card. 


It had a picture of a fireplace with 
yule logs blazing merrily and beneath 
was a paraphrase of Sir Walter 
Scott’s verse: 

Heap on more wood! the wind 

is chill; 

But let it whistle as it will, 

We'll keep the fires burning still. 

The doctor had underscored in ink 
the sentence about fires burning still 
and had added, in his handwriting, 
“in our hearts with leve divine.” 

It was a very touching sentiment 
but it may, by inspiration, have 
touched off the fire which almost de- 
stroyed the doctor’s yacht and 
wrecked two beachfront’ cottages he 
owned at Essex, which is not far 
from Baltimore. 

It may also have had something 
to do with Carmen’s pseudonym, “The 
Fiery -Cuban,” although she is actu- 
ally a Venezuelan. . 

Dr. Roca, a dashing Baltimore 
dentist who admitted to 52 years, 
first met Carmen in 1945 when she 
dropped down from New York to 
visit Baltimore friends. There was a 
party in her honor to which the den- 
tist was invited. He thought she was

quite an item. She, after hearing 
about his lucrative practice and some 
of his real estate holdings, discovered 
she had the same idea about him. 

It wasn’t many weeks before Dr. 
Roca had persuaded Carmen to move 
to Baltimore and take a job as Cigar- 
counter clerk in a hotel so they might 
see each other as much as possible. 

Although she had a 21-year-old 
daughter in Cuba, Carmen was 
worthy of her romantic name and Dr. 
Roca, despite the touch of frost in 
his hair, apparently impressed her as 
a somewhat gay Lothario. 

The following December, Carmen 
said, his Christmas card was only a 
prelude of his promise to marry her, 
and consequently she visited him in 
his apartment in Baltimore and im 
his two charming cottages on the 
waterfront at Essex. Months passed, 
and even years, but still Dr. Roca 
found excuses for not going through 
with the ceremony. Carmen said it 
finally dawned on her that maybe he 
didn’t mean what he said. 

For a long time she had wanted 
to see the opera “Carmen” and when 
the La Scala company brought it to 
Baltimore, she persuaded Dr. Roca to 


buy tickets At this point he may 
have had a bit of a premonition, be 
cause he didn't take his Carmen to 
observe what another Latin with the 
same name did to a suitor who 
reneged on his vows. 

Instead, he took another woman, 
and that made the Baltimore Carmen 
very indignant indeed, 

She appeared at the dentist's of- 
fice and demanded a showdown. He 
told her that he had no intention of 
marrying her and she departed in 
such an inflamed state that it was a 
wonder the building escaped ignition. 

What happened after that was de- 
scribed by Carmen at her subsequent 
trial. She took a trolley, a bus and 
a cab and finally arrived in the vicin- 
ity of Essex. About a mile distant 
from the cottages, she bought a gal- 
lon jug of kerosene, which _ she 
sprinkled not only on the floors and 
walls of the two buildings but also 
on the Roca yacht, which was docked 
near - by. 

Then she applied matches where 
they would do the most good and 
stood by to watch the conflagration. 

After a while she went to a bar 
and put in a call to Dr. Roca’s office 
to tell him what was happening. He 
wasn't in, so she had a drink and took 
a cab to the office. The dentist was 
still absent, so she went to her room 
and took a nap. 

It was there the police found her 
several hours later and arrested her 
on an arson charge. Firemen had 
been able to save the yacht from seri-

ous damage, but one cottage was de- 
stroyed completely and the other was 
burned almost to the ground. 

While she was awaiting trial in 
the county jail at Towson, Carmen 
wrote the story of her life. Her full 
name, she said, was Carmen Rosalie 
d’Arcy Hernandez de Caras. Her 
mother died when she was born. 
When she was six, her father took 
her and her sister to New Orleans 
and put them in a convent, where they 
remained until she was 13. Then the 
family moved to Panama and finally 
to Havana. | 

She was married at 17—-against 
her will, she said—to a wealthy Ha- 
vana shoe dealer, and in 1934, after a 
divorce, she came to the United 
States so her daughter might be edu- 
cated here. She had various jobs but 
most of them were at cigar counters 
in New York and Miami hotels. Her 
daughter went back to Cuba about the 
time she met Dr. Roca. 

Her attorneys, Malcolm Tebbs and 
Benjamin A. Earnshaw of Baltimore, 
advised her not to present this life 
story in court. 

In court she was a striking picture 
in a short-sleeved dark dress with hat 
and gloves to match. 

She related her experiences with 
the dentist and dwelt at length on the 
way. in-which she considered she had 
been deceived. 

“When I set fire to those buildings 
and that. boat,” she said, “I didn’t 
think I was doing wrong. I just 


thought it would make him sorry.” 

Judges. Howard Murphy couldn't 
see it that way. He said it was “the 
most premeditated burning that has 
ever been presented to this court” and 
pointéd out that Carmen had plenty 
of time, during the long ride from 
Baltimore to Essex, to recover from 
her understandable indignation. 

She was sentenced to three years 
in the Maryland Prison for Women. 

Her smile, as she was escorted 
from the courtroom, was definitely 
reminiscent of Mona Lisa.

Arthur Brisbane, the noted editor, 
became interested in him and took 
him along on an interview with 
Henry Ford. The auto magnate gave 
Bennett a job. % 

Bennett attained the important 
position of personnel director and in 
that capacity had a hand in the activi- 
ties of thousands of men. 

When he issued orders, industrial 
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armies marched. A formidable num- 
ber of males in the city were under 
his direct command. He soon  be- 
came specially adept at handling men 
and their problems. 

So a chuckling fate presented Ben- 
nett with four daughters. 

At first, apparently, not even Ben- 
nett realized the ramifications of 
this home-grown personnel problem. 
Meanwhile, he had other problems. 


Once he got word that a gang 
planned to hold up the plant. He 


met their car at the gate. “Boys,” 
he said, “they’re waiting for . you 
with machine guns.” The would-be 
bandits gulped and sped away. 

Another time, the front doorbell 
rang at the Bennett home. One of 
the girls answered. A man shoved 
a shotgun past her head and fired, 
wounding Bennett in the side.

Bennett knew men, But seeming- 
ly he didn’t know daughters. 

About the time the FBI was really 
getting into high Trudie was saying 
“I do” with Russell Hughes, 21-year- 
old fellow student of Michigan State 
Normal College, and trap-drummer in 
a school orchestra. They had eloped 
to Auburn, Ind. 

There, a justice of the peace mar- 
ried them, totally unaware that the 
smiling bride was the object of a 
nationwide search. 

Several hours after the ceremony, 
Trudie picked up the telephone to 
tell Papa that she was a prisoner 
only of love. 

Bennett was relieved when he 
learned that she was safe. Though 
he gave his blessing, it was obvious 
that he was seething when he replied 
to reporters’ queries: 

“I looked upon Trudie as a baby 
too young to be married. However, 
now that she is married, I hope her 
husband has a job and is able to 
support her.” 

When reporters asked, “Will you 
give Hughes a job?” Bennett snapped, 
“T already said I hoped he has a job.” 

Everybody made up eventually.

T DOESN’T always take a war or a treaty to 
change the map of the world. 

Charles Victor Bob did it, not once but twice, 
in only a few months, his only weapon a fountain 
pen with which he first signed a check and then, 
a year later, signed some stock certificates. 

His penmanship didn’t change the boundaries 
of any important countries, but it did send map- 
makers to their drawing boards to identify a 
mountain range near the South Pole as “The 
Charles V. Bob Mountains,” a name that stuck 
for a year until the issuance of the stock Cer- 
tificates prompted the same mapmakers to take 
eraser in hand and eradicate the name. 

In some cases, the entire range disappeared 
from sectional maps. 

Possibly the snow-ice mountains have disap- 
peared, like the Bob millions, and the millions 
put up by investors who fell under the sway of 
this super-salesman of the late 1920s. 

Charles V. Bob was a man- of mystery when 
he came to New York to make his fortune, and 
headlines. He did both, then subsided, to die a 
broken man. 

His was not the timid approach of the out- 
lander to The Big City. 

He attacked New York, in 1926, in a phalanx 
of waiters, busboys, and easily met members of 
the underworld, including Salvatore Spitale. 

For several weeks after his advent he was 
seen nightly in speakeasies and nightclubs, :toss- 
ing $100 bills to the hired help who pleased him. 

Bob was a conspicuous figure, even without his 
spending habits. He had the build of a heavy- 
weight wrestler, and his biceps were things for 
his party guests to squeeze and admire. 

He invited queries as to his past. When these 
arrived, the pout would leave his big round face 


and the ice would melt in his. gray eyes. 

“Me? Why I’m just a miner. sjeen in and 
around Central and South America, Nevada and 
Canada.” 

Then would come the flexing of the powerful 
muscles, and: 

“I was a rough and tumble kid in my day. 
Feel that!” 

More squeezing of the biceps by chorus girls 
and ex-jockeys, and then flattering questions. Did 
he once fight Stanley Ketchel, like somebody 
said. Well, he might have. Fought so many 

Having felt his way around the city, he took 


offices on Broadway, hired a press agent, and gave 
his first interview, 

He was no speculator. He was a practical 
mining man—tin, gold, silver, he knew them all, 
first hand. 


IGHT now, he was the key figure of Metal and 

Mining Development Co., but not very active 
because he’d been busy getting settled. 

He took a Fifth avenue apartment, bought an 
estate at Montauk Point, and plunged into the 
job of becoming a celebrity, not just a nightclub 
figure. 

It was a golden age for celebrities, and the 
Montauk Point mansion became headquarters for 
most of them. 

Bob favored noted fliers and prizefighters. 
Soon he was hobnobbing with Clarence Chamber- 
lin, Lady Heath, Admiral Byrd and Gene ‘Tunney, 
heavyweight champion.

THER guests were Charles Evans Hughes-and 
Otto Kahn, financier and philanthropist, but 
Bob stole the show. 

The committee announced it had raised $87-:000, 
a disappointing figure, and there was an epidemic 
of throat clearing. 

Bob cleared his, too, and then barked from 
the end of the table: 

“T’ll make it $200,000.” 

The admiral said: 

“Stand up, Charlie, and let them see you.” 

He stood up and they saw him. They kept 
seeing him, at committee meetings, public re- 
ceptions and nightclubs. 

Not all the Bob donations turned out as well 
as the Byrd gift, the one that resulted in the 
mountain range being named after him. 

There was, for example, the Bankers Club 
session to raise funds for the Broadway Temple 
in Washington Heights. One guest pledged 
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$75,000. Lob stood up, as usual, and said: 

“I'll give $100,000. And we'll have a beacon 
75 feet high on top of the temple.” 

Jimmy Walker, late mayor, stood up. 

“This beacon,” he prophesied, “will be an im- 
portant addition to the New York skyline.’ 

but something happened to the $100,000, and 
the beacon, ‘The beacon, being developed by one 
of the Bob investment companies, would be able 
to pierce the densest fog. 

To prove it, Bob exhibited a model of the 
powerful light at a press luncheon. A _ cynical 
reporter went to one end of the room, squinted 
through the cigaret smoke, and wrote that he 
couldn’t see the light at a distance of 75 feet. 

sy way of settlement, Bob gave the beacon 
model, valued at $400, to the temple committee. 

It was a period when the busy Bob was at his 
busiest. Lindbergh came back to New York after 
his flight to Paris and, while still climbing out of 
the coils of ticker tape showered upon him, was 
approached by Bob. 

Other promoters were offering him thousands 
of dollars. Bob started off with a million. 

“You don’t have to do a thing,” Bob pointed 
out. “I’ll start the corporation. We'll make it 
a $50,000,000 affair.” 

Lindbergh turned it down for a $50,000 offer 


from a corporation that actually owned airplanes. 

Bob bounced right back with another offer, 
this time to Theodore Roosevelt, Jr. He'd give 
him a share of a 50-million-dollar illuminating 
corporation ($50,000,000, Bob figured, was a fair 
start for any corporation). Mr. Roosevelt said no. 

Bob took time out from his celebrity-greeting 
to note that his Mining and Metal shares weren't 
moving well enough to keep him in funds, of which 
he was very fond. 

He took steps. Step No. 1 was an exclysive in- 
terview with a representative of a world-wide 
press association to whom he unfolded breath- 
taking plans for those days, 1928, when aviation 
was wobbly. 

First off, Bob and his pilot, Dean Lamb, for- 
merly of the RAF, were going to try to set a récord 
by flying non-stop from Florida to Bolivia, in a 
Bellanca monoplane that Bob had purchased from 
Admiral Byrd for $22,000. 

Why Bolivia for their goal? Well, from there 
it was a comparatively short hop to Orura, the 
largest community with a landing field near the 
Bob Tin Mines. 

If the flight turned out successfully, the Bob 
interests were going to get really serious about 
this flying business, 

His engineers in Alaska and British Columbia 
would be equipped with Lockheed Vegas, like 
those used by another explorer, Capt. Sir Hubert 
Wilkins at the North Pole. 

Planes operating in Canada would be equipped

The story, carried on front pages in many 
cities, promoted Bob to a figure of national promi- 
nence and thousands of people started buying 
Metal and Mining shares. 

Bob celebrated with a party at Reuben’s, 
which ended when he stood up and squared off 
against Tunney, who retired with good grace and 
let a policeman handle the situation. | 

Investors weren’t the only ones to read about 
Bob’s ambitious plans. In New York and in 
Washington, sober-faced men read the report and 
started asking questions and taking trips. Whether 
they visited the Bob mines in Bolivia or Canada 
or Alaska was not divulged. 

They did visit the grand jury, however, and, 
just about the time Bob-and Pilot Lamb should 
have been leaving for Florida and the record- 
breaking hop to Bolivia, the jury returned an 
indictment charging Charles Victor Bob with de- 
frauding 5,000 investors of an estimated $6,000,- 
000 through the sale of Metal and Mining shares. 

Bob didn’t wait to be served with the warrant. 
He and Lamb climbed into one of the two Bellanca 
monoplanes on Long Island and “sailed up like a 
big eagle might have done it.” 

Their destination was not Florida, nor Bolivia, 
but Arizona, near the Mexican border. 

In the search for him, his wife and their two 
sons were projected into the limelight. for the 
first time, but Mrs. Bob had no information 
which would help. She said that he had been a 
“home body.” 

Meantime, the government proceeded with the 
case, and it went to trial not once, but three times. 

Juries disagreed in each of the three trials. 
There were charges and countercharges about 
jury tampering and “persecution,” but Bob was 
a free man, back in New York, after his long, 
long “aerial tour of the Bob mines.” 

The trials and his absence from the business 
of making money had deflated him seriously, 
financially, but he still had his robust health, his 
ideas, and his delusions of grandeur. 

He set up his new offices in Pine street and did 
the automatic thing. 

He started a new corporation, this one in 
chromium, but ‘the tncorporation figure remained 
the same as in earlier days-—-$50,000,000. 

Chromium didn’t satisfy him and he formed 
the Colorado Gold Mines, Inc., at the usual figure. 


GLP proved his undoing. The sober-faced men 
in Washington and New York went to work 
again and early in 1939 a grand jury returned 
indictments based on the old familiar charge 
mail fraud. 

This time one trial was sufficient. Bob entered 
prison in December, 1940, to serve seven years. 
Hle served two of them and returned to the New 
York scene quietly and became a “home body” 
completely. 

Mapmakers had long since removed the Ant- 
arctic range of mountains as being his, in name. 

Late in 1944, as a “retired mining engineer,” 
he entered a Fifth avenue hospital where he died 
of a heart attack on Nov. 27. 

News of his death was not circulated by the 
family from the home in Washington Square un.- 
til after the funeral and Charles V. Bob had re- 
turned to the earth from which, by pen and stock 
certificate, if not by pick and shovel, he had made 
fortunes—-and headlines.

HEN Ina Claire opened in a 
new play on Broadway last 
year, the critics as usual 
trotted out all their trick adjectives 
to describe her as a_e superb 
comedienne. 

And, as usual, they went into rap- 
tures about her stunning, imperish- 


able beauty, the translucence of her® 


skin, the blond radiance of her hair. 
They have been doing that for 
36 years, for Miss Claire made her 


debut as a star in “Jumping Jupiter” 
in 1911, at the age of 19. 

When Mark Twain died in 1910, 
everyone recalled that the most strik- 
ing feature about him was his aure- 
ole of billowing white hair. It was 
part of his publicity stock-in-trade. 

For six years before his death 
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Mark Twain went once a week to 
Rose Laird for a shampoo, and Ina 
Claire has been going to Rose Laird 
for beauty treatments for many 
years. 

From shampooing Mark ‘Twain’s 
hair in a one-room, walk-up “beauty 
parlor” to giving instructions for the 
grooming of Ina Claire in a magnifi- 
cent Fifth Avenue beauty establish- 
ment, with many highly trained 
assistants, is roughly the history not 
only of the rise,of Rose Laird but 
of the rise of the cosmetic industry, 
which is now one of the five largest 
in the country. 

Rose Laird was a pioneer in the 
beauty business when it was prac- 
tically an unexplored field. When 
she started, women depended upon 
their personal maids (if they could 
afford them) to help them with their 
toilettes and coiffures. Nobody except 
women on the stage used rouge, lip- 
stick or mascara. 

Now the retail sales of cosmetics 
alone in this country amount to 
nearly $700,000,000 annually. This 
does not include the money spent for 
facials, hair-dos, permanents or other 
beauty treatments and does not in- 
clude the sale of toilet soaps. 

The growth of this gigantic indus- 
try is due in large measure to the 
courage, energy, skill and foresight 
of a girl who had a big idea and just 
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$26 with which to put it into opera- 
tion. 

That girl was Rose Laird, who is 
now the sole proprietor of two famous 
beauty salons in New York and Lon- 
don (she is planning a million dollar 
tose Laird building in the war-torn 
British capital to be erected out of 
profits which have accumulated since 
the war), a research laboratory and a 
cosmetic manufacturing and distribut- 
ing plant. 

Rose Laird was the daughter of 
Glover Glaser, a chemist. Born in 
Philadelphia, she enrolled at the skin 
clinic of Jefferson Hospital as a 
student nurse, upon her graduation 
from high school. She aspired to be 
a dermatologist, specializing in 
diseases of the skin at a time when 
women doctors were rare. 

Her career was deflected by 
marriage to F. Raymond Laird, an 
inventor. He patented a “dime Sav- 
ings bank.” Money couldn’t be shaken 
out of them. They opened of their 
own accord when the exact capacity 
of each was reached. 

The banks found a vast and eager 
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public and the inventor reaped a for- 
tune. But he ov r-extended himself 
in stock market speculation; the panic 
of 1903 came; and he lost his money, 
lost his business and lost his health. 

Mrs. Laird had some money of her 
own—-$26. And an idea. She meant 
to capitalize on what she had learned 
about the care and treatment of the 
scalp and skin. She had some jars of 
creams and bottles of Jotions which 
she concocted herself from formulas 
devised by her father. 

She bought a ticket to New York, 
registered at a cheap hotel and looked 
for a one-room office, such as a doctor 
might use, in a desirable location. 

She found one in West 31st Street, 
just off Fifth Avenue, one flight up. 


It had hot and cold running water 
and a wash bowl. She found a 
second-hand barber’s chair and pur- 
chased it with a down payment. 


She made the place look attractive, 
restful and hygienic. 

Then she called upon a fashionable 
physician, a friend of her father, and 
told him she was prepared to give 
massages and shampoos, along scien- 
tific principles, which would freshen 
and beautify the skin and impart 
radiance to the hair. 

She said she would like to give the 
physician’s wife a demonstration. 

The physician’s wife was so grati- 
fied with the results that she recom- 
mended Mrs. Laird to her friends. 

One of these was Mrs. Thomas 
Fortune Ryan, wife of the financier. 
Mr. Ryan was very nervous. Mrs. 


Miss Laird's First Salon Was 
a One-Room Walk-Up. Com- 
plete With Kot and Cold 
Running Water and a Second- 
Hand Barber's Chair. 


Ryan told him that Mrs. Laird’s facial 
massages were relaxing. 

Ryan began going to Mrs. Laird 
for massages two or three times a 
week, and pretty soon he had a lot 
of his cronies going there for sham- 
poos and massages, including H. H. 
togers, Mark Twain and Paderewski. 

Mrs. Laird paid her first month’s 
rent and living expenses out of 
receipts. Her fame spread. Society 
matrons, opera singers and theatrical 
stars, male and female, came to her 
for facials and scalp treatments. They 
asked to buy her face creams and 
lotions, so she began to put up jars 
and bottles of them for sale. 

As the business grew she had to 
train helpers and seek larger quarters. 
Sne plowed her profits back into the 
business and continues to do So.

Af Y, MY,” cooed the sweet voice on the 
telephone. “I must have the wrong 
number.” : 

“Maybe you have, Honey,” said the man at the 
other end of the wire, “but let’s talk a while any- 
way, huh?” 

It wasn't long before a date was made. The 
man showed up, expecting to find a pretty girl 
and an evening of fun. The girl was pretty, all 
right, but she wasn’t much fun. She was Crystal! 
Bevans of Los Angeles, a process server.® 

The phony telephone call and date were all in 
the day’s work to her. She greeted the man with 
a summons he’d been ducking for days. 

Process servers may be young and pretty and 
feminine, or old and fat and ugly, but they usually 
get their man. 

The law requires that a defendant in any kind 
of a suit, or a witness whose testimony is needed, 
be presented with an order to that effect. Until 
he gets the process, he can legally say that he 
knows nothing whatsoever about the whole 
matter. He may know perfectly well that some- 
one is suing him, but until that order is served, 
not a cent of his can be touched. 

That’s why process servers sometimes have a 
hard time finding their man. 

That’s why they can demand a big price for 
serving a particularly elusive person, too. H. M. 
Diamond, a New York private detective who oc- 
casionally takes on a difficult job of process 
serving for a stiff fee, got $500 for a 20-minute 
job a few years ago. 

“There was a big suit against this wealthy 
magnate,” Diamond says. “Nobody could serve 
him. I got the order at 11:45 a. m., and went to 
the building where he was hiding out. I didn’t 
even know what he looked like. I told my story 
to the elevator operator, and he said that if I 
went to a certain floor in the building next door, 
I could look right into the man’s office. 

“I did, and saw the man put on his hat and coat 
to go out. I beat it back to the other building, 
was waiting for him when he came out, and 
Slapped the papers on him, right on the dot at 
12:05. Twenty minutes, five hundred bucks.” 

Another big industrialist got a similar surprise 
in Detroit recently. He’d been ducking summons, 
but Constable Ben Behrman, who had the assign: 
ment, found out that a stockholders’ meeting of 
the man’s corporation was scheduled, and got a 
stockholder to give him a proxy. 

When his man, presiding over the meeting, 
asked if there was any new business, the con- 
Stable got up and handed him the summons. 

“How did you get in here?” asked the man. 

“That is an official secret,” said Behrman. 
“Our only desire is to serve. Good day, sir.” 

It’s not always that easy. A process server a 
few years ago served papers on Will Osborne, the 
orchestra leader, while Osborne was crooning into 
the microphone at a New York hot spot. 

Osborne hit the process server in the jaw. 


The sequel to that was that the server sued 
the songster for the sock and Osborne got an- 
other paper. 

». Aiexander Cohen served a subpoena to 
appear as a witness in a divorce case on Gloria 
Swanson, screen star, in New York, and she 
Slapped him. ‘Then she said she’d never received 
the papers. Cohen sued her, demanding $25,000 
for the slap, and $100,000 for saying he hadn't 
done his job. He settled out of court for $17,500. 

selle Levy, a New York private detective, who, 
like Diamond, serves papers only rarely and then 
for a good fee, got the job of serving another 
feminine movie star. The star, hiding in a hotel, 
was supposed to be going to Europe. 


Belle hung around the hotel, and saw a woman, 
with juggage bearing the star’s initials, get in a 
tani Belle followed them to the docks, and saw 
the bags placed on board ship. The captain denied 
that the star was on the passenger list, but Belle 
hung around anyway. 


EXT day, when the woman she'd seen at the 

hotel came back to the ship, Belle followed her 
to a stateroom, and there, partially disguised, was 
her quarry. She didn’t, incidentally, get to use 
that stateroom for a trip to Europe. 

‘There’s a sequel to that story, too. When 
Belle got the job-of protecting a foreign am- 
bassador from being served, she remembered to 
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paint over the initials on his luggage, Then she 
disguised him as an old woman, and got him 
safely to the ship. The papers weren't served. 
Mary McCormic, the singer and former wife 
of Prince Serge Mdivani, also escaped service on 
board ship. She locked herself in her stateroom, 
but in order to see the photographers, she taught 
them a password, They got in, but the process 
server was left out in the cold with his papers. 


RUDY VALLEE once took advantage of the 
shrubbery on the studio lot to play hide and 
seek with some Hollywood process servers. His 
wife, Fay Webb, was suing him for separate 
maintenance. By ducking from bush to bush, 
Vallee got off the lot, into his car, and then across 
the state line. 

William MecMorrow, a process server in Boston, 
found himself playing a similar game in an office 
building. The secretary of a man he was trying 
to serve was pretending to help McMorrow and 
then tipping off her boss. McMorrow discovered 
that the man was escaping through an adjoining 
insurance office. 

Next time McMorrow went up, he arranged 
for another process server, John Horgan, to go 
to the office next door and pretend to seek in- 
formation on insurance. When the man got away 
from McMorrow, he ran right into Horgan. 

Another Boston server, John Casey, once had 
to use more drastic measures. His quarry, a 
beautiful blonde being sued for divorce on the 
grounds of misconduct with other men, had locked 
herself in her hotel room and had her meals 
brought in by a waiter. 

When the waiter was in the room, Casey pulled 
the fire alarm signal. Blonde and waiter ran out 
into the hall, and Casey had his victim and his 
witness, as required by Massachusetts law. 

William V. Powers, a server on the New York 
District Attorney’s staff, was continually being 
held up and rebbed of his papers on his beat, a 
tough Harlem section. He finally resigned. John 
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A. McAleer, who replaced him, was robbed on his 
first day. ‘That was enough for the District At- 
lorney, now Governor Thomas E. Dewey. He 
assigned a guard to process servers there. 

A young lawyer, serving his own papers, was 
pushed around by a hefiy woman he served. 
Rumpled and disheveled, he went back to his office 
to be greeted by a policeman. ‘The woman had 
accused him of attacking her, and he eventually 
paid a $10 fine for disorderly conduct. 

That’s one reason why lawyers prefer to get 
professional servers to do their work. 

Louis V. Brackman was a postal clerk several 
years ago when he began serving papers on the 
side, and then he got an idea. 

Why not, he asked himself, put some efficiency 
in the business? Why should one man run all 
over town, when an organization could turn them 
out with assembly line precision? 

That's how the Attorney’s Service Company 
was born. The company now serves aS many as 
40,000 papers a year, charging, usually, $1.50 for 
each one. Brackman’s company is generally ac- 
credited with being the biggest in the business, 
and many New York attorneys swear by it. 

Brackman himself, a_  distinguished-looking 
man, has practically retired by now, but he still 
does some of the tough jobs. Recently he went 
to a hospital to serve a doctor who had been 
ducking his staff. He had no plan, but the door- 
man at the hospital gave him his clue. 

“Hi, Doc,” said the doorman. That was enough 
for Brackman. He went on to the elevator. 

“Hi, Doc,” said the elevator man. After a few 
more “Hi, Docs” he wound up in the doctor’s 
office and handed over the paper. 

One of Brackman’s men, Alfred J. Biel, also 
had to serve a doctor. Pretending to be seeking 
medical treatment, he went to the doctor’s office, 
and was told to strip to the waist. One of the 


assistants tried to treat him, but Biel, standing 
there half-naked with his papers in his hip pocket, 
insisted on seeing the big shot himself.

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Finally the physiclan condescended to see him 
and Biel served the papers, ‘The enraged doctor 
sent him a bill for medical services. 

irackman’'s firm has served people like Primo 
Carnera, Max. Baer, the late Mayor James J. 
Walker of New York, stage and screen stars, and 
once served several members of the New York 
Yankees baseball team right on the diamond, 

Brackman was asked to serve George Jessel, 
the stage star. Brackman got a front row seat 
at the theatre where Jessel was playing, and sent 
him a message backstage. - 


47,'VE got a seat and a summons,” the message 
said. “Where do you want it?” 

Jessel quietly accepted the summons in his 
dressing rooms. He wanted no part of the pub- 
licity such as that tendered Fritzi Scheff in Detroit 
when a process server stepped over the footlights 
and served her in the midst of -her act. 

The difficult cases sometimes require a little 
psychology. Diamond once located and served an 
elusive quarry by working on his chauffeur. The 
boss hadn't given him a raise and he was mad. 

Another man proved hard to get, and a re- 
sourceful process server got several boxes of 
cereal and distributed them at the man’s apart- 
ment house. He was careful to leave what he 
called a free sample with everyone except the 
man he wanted. 

Finally the dodger couldn’t stand it any longer. 
“Hey,” he yelled, sticking his head out of the 
door. “Where’s mine?” 

He got it, complete with summons. 

Belle Levy, instructed to serve a man and his 
wife together, took the job with misgivings, but 
went straight to the shop which they jointly 
operated. They were never in the shop together. 

Belle made a purchase, and gave the man a $5 
bill. When she got the change, she insisted that 
she had given him a twenty. The argument got 
so hot that the storekeeper called in his wife for 
support — and then Belle served the summons. 


Even process servers make mistakes. One 
handed a summons to a man identified as the 
husband of Mrs. Elizabeth Doyen. It was a non- 
support case, and he wound up in jail. 

Three days later he was out, and looking for 
a lawyer. It turmed out that he was Victor Sam- 
marco, of about the same size as William Doyen, 
the husband, but with no connection otherwise. 
Doyen showed up to identify himself as the real 
husband, and Sammarco recently brought suit 
against the Sheriff of New York County and the 
prosecuting attorney for $25,000. 

Deputy Sheriff Paddy Moruke, armed with a 
summons naming Mrs. Estelle Cummins Pendle- 
ton defendant in an action, nearly wore out the 
quiet, dignified streets of Old Greenwich, Conn., 
recently, trying to serve the papers. He disguised 
himself and his assistant as bakers, giving away 
free bread. No luck. 

Whiskers didn’t work. Attired as a surveyor, 
complete with tools, he wasted half a morning 
outside the lady’s home, trying to lure her out. 

After 40 days and 40 nights, he was tipped off 
that she was downtown, chatting in front of the 
post office. The good deputy put on his track 
shoes and started out. Mrs. Pendleton saw him, 
screamed, and fled, but the deputy and his track 
shoes were too much for her. She got the paper. 

A Chicago process server, tired of waiting for 
a businessman to leave his office on the 15th 
floor, went up on a scaffold. He tapped on the 
man’s window, and when it was opened, handed in 
the summons. He reversed the tables a short 
while later when he served a paper on a tuck- 
pointer working on a scaffold on the 24th floor of 
a building in the Loop. 

“TI opened a window and shoved it at him,” 
said the process server. “He could either take it 


or jump.” 


TILL, process servers usually try to be as nice 

as possible. One of Brackman’s men, thinking 
to save a defendant from embarrassment, stepped 
inside to serve the papers. For his consideration, 
he was given a terrific beating behind closed 
doors. 

Eddie Davis, who has been with the Attorney’s 
Service Company for several years, had a paper 
to serve on a woman with a little girl. ‘The 
woman, defendant in a divorce action, was con- 
fused and upset, and hid out in a small apartment, 
with the child. Eddie called her on the ‘phone. 

“Look,” he said, “I know how you feel. You’re 
flustered and unhappy, and you don’t want to face 
this. But think of what you’re doing—by refus- 
ing to get it over with, you’re depriving your 
child of sunlight and fresh air and a proper diet. 
Let me give you the summons, quietly, and then 
your child can return to the normal life any 
child deserves.” : 

The woman hesitated, then sighed with relief. 
“All right,” she said. “I’m glad it’s over.”

novelists, some completely Machiavellian pol- 

iticians, more than a few depraved and cynical 
criminals, as well as many ascetic saints and 
self-sacrificing and socially-minded citizens.

The man who says, with assurance, “I do not 
believe in anything” is expressing a comprehen- 
sive, foolish creed. 

To say that faith arises in an individual be- 
cause of his biological inheritance from his ances- 
tors and his own special education, as well as 
from logic and reason, does not mean that the 
facts or the beliefs in which he has faith are 
produced by biology, or by education, or by reason. 

A man may have faith that the sun will rise 
tomorrow, but he cannot flatter,himself that he 
individually will produce the dawn or even that 
the sunrise will not occur if he suddenly loses his 
faith in it. 

My individual faith, as I give it, is what I 
sincerely believe that I believe. 

I have faith that the world of human beings 
in which we live is gradually improving. Some- 
times, as in the two global world wars, it may 
seem that the world is becoming worge. But in 
the eye of history, I think that even @ikese catas- 
trophies will be seen to be only temporary set- 
backs in the great forward progress of humanity. 

One of the basic means of this- continued 
human improvement is education. If our global 
society is to develop more rapidly we must give 
greater support to worthwhile educational en- 
deavors all over the world than we have done in 
the past. 

In any complete program of education there 
should be full opportunity for physical training 
and health education and for the fun and many- 
sided advantages that come to an individual from 
playing games and participating in healthful 
sports. 

All good activities which encourage people to 
learn how to live with one another pleasantly and 
to develop a sense of humor improve living. 

A great means of human improvement is the 
way of investigating nature which we call the 
scientific method. The conquest of many age-old 
plagues and diseases is one of the great triumphs 
of our age. 

The gradual substitution of machines and elec- 
trical and other energies for human labor is an- 
other major victory of this period of history. 
These two great gains, in medicine and engineer- 
ing, must be attributed in large part to applica- 
tions that were made possible because of the use 
of scientific methods. 

I believe that in the long run the discoveries 
that made the atomic bomb possible will be recog- 
nized as a great asset and not a liability to human 
civilization. 

Scientific investigation and the _ intelligent 
search for truth in all other worthwhile fields 
and, it may be, especially in the social sciences, 
are the great paved highways of our age upon 
which mankind is advancing.

The further study of psychology and of psy- 
chiatry will continue to help men to meet in an 
effective and happy way the new problems which 
our slowly evolving brains and bodies encounter 
in the new world created by the technical, eco- 
nomic, and social consequences of the industrial 
revolution. 

I believe that the economic and political system 
that has developed in America and that is still 
continuing to evolve here is establishing in our 
land a more just and efficient social order. 

I believe that great advances are now being 
made all over the world in the recognition of the 
sacredness of the individual human being.

The Cove, nine years old and in 
retirement since his juvenile cam- 
paign when he lost all four of his 
races, was the old campaigner who 
failed in his first start in seven years, 
which was also his debut as a jumper, 
because the track handicapper had 
assigned him top weight of 148 
pounds without rhyme or reason. 

Regulars at the track will recall 
Honey Cloud as the winner of the 
Dixie Handicap and other important 
events back in 1940 when Whitey 
Abel, his owner, trainer and some- 
times jockey, was eating high on the 
hog with the purses his gelding won. 

Whitey had stumbled upon a rare 
bargain when he picked up Honey 
Cloud for $2,500. Within a few sea- 
sons, the gelding had won $81,614. 

Then he developed leg trouble and 
platers who had-no right to occupy 
the same track with him in his better 
days made him eat their dust. 

Good old Whitey Abel wasn't able 
to take this, we are led to believe by 
sentimental stories which began to 
appear in turf periodicals. 

Finally, the pretty legend runs, 
Whitey decided to retire his faithful 
meal ticket to green pastures. He 
had a friend who owned a farm and 
some stock and. was willing to take 
Honey Cloud off his hands. 

There was only one _ condition: 
Honey Cloud was never again to go 
to the races. 

With fingers crossed, the friend 
agreed. That was on Christmas 
Day, 1941. Life on the farm suited 
Honey Cloud. 

Then one day Whitey Abel, read- 
ing a racing paper, came across the 
name of Honey Cloud in the entries 
at one of the tracks. As if springing 
from a starting stall, he was off to 
the telegraph bureau to wire a pro- 
test to the racing secretary. 

“Honey Cloud not fit to race; I 
“ demand that his entry be withdrawn,” 
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wired Whitey to the race track. 

The racing secretary read and 
complied. Honey Cloud went back to 
Whitey’s stable after that. 

The next heard of Honey Cloud 
was when his name bobbed up in the 
entries for opening day at Aqueduct 
last June. The 13-year-old gelding 
hadh’t raced since December, 1941. 

In the delivery department of a 
New York daily newspaper works a 
racing fan who spends all his spare 
time studying racing charts for just 
such opportunities. 

Whenever he spots one, he tips 
off the entire membership of the 
Mailers’ Union, every cop on his 
delivery route and all his friends and 
neighbors. The Aqueduct entries 
were printed in the sports section of 
Sunday papers. 

Thus, the big hearted mailer had a 
whole day in which to buzz all his 
friends that he thought Whitey Abel 
was going to put over a good thing 
in the second at Aqueduct next day. 

Whitey, meantime, secure in the 
belief that the average racing fan 
wouldn't be able to scent his coup-in- 
the-making, sat back and waited for 
his 100 to 1 shot to click. 

Sure enough, Honey Cloud broke 
like a greyhound pursued by bees and 
outlasted the field to win by a length. 

But the biggest blow must have 
come to_ Whitey Abel and his con- 
nections when they saw the price 
$14.60 go up on the board. The 
shrewd newspaper mailer’s army of 
friends had all played his hot tip and 
ruined the price for Abel. 

The following Friday, Honey Cloud 
was sent back again. On this oc- 
casion, the sap money was poured 
into tthe machines in a _ veritable 
deluge—and naturally, Honey Cloud, 
this time a 2 to 1 favorite, lost. 

A week later, C. T. Chenery, who 
has been putting over some long 
shots, trotted his nine-year-old geld- 
ing, The Cove, out of a seven-year 
retirement and entered him in a 
jumping race at Aqueduct. 

Although The Cove had never run 
over the hedges before and hadn't 
competed in a race since August, 1940, 
when he finished 20th, the track 
handicapper assigned him top weight 
of 148 pounds. 

The Cove couldn't lug that much 
freight around the jump course and 
ran a miserable last. 

That wasn't a killing; it was mass 
murder on those who, with the Honey 
Cloud coup in mind, disregarded all 
the reasons for not betting on the 
converted hedgehopper and_ tossed 
their good legal tender away. 

The Cove had been more or less 
of a dog on the flat. Burdening him 
with High weight in his debut as a 
jumper was no way to teach an old 
dog néw tricks.

The Ancient Thoroughbred Was a "Good 
Thing,” Though He Hadn't Raced 
in More Than Five Years 
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The War’ len Great

N THE first of two articles on the 
ten outstanding advances in medi- 
cine and surgery which were 

stimulated by World War II, I have 
described the developments in pre- 
ventive medicine, aviation medicine, 
surgery and in the use of blood and 
its derivatives. 

Now, I take up the remaining 
measures that helped to save lives 
and protect against diseases during 
the conflict, and will continue to do 
just that for countless thousands of 
the population in peacetime. 

Chemotherapeutic Agents—-These 
are drugs useful in the treatment of 
many diseases and the prevention 
and cure of surgical infections. Most 
of them were known before the war 
but there was much still to be learned 
about them. 

Two groups of chemotherapeutic 
agents were widely tested and used 
during the war; the sulfonamides and 
the antimalarials. Although the 
sulfonamides were in large measure 
supplanted by penicillin, their clini-

cal usefulness was determined during 
the war and they are still the drugs 
of choice for certain diseases. 

Early Japanese.success in the East 
Indies started intensive search for 
Satisfactory substitutes for the pre- 
vention and treatment of malaria. * 

Atabrine was known before the 
war, but its effectiveness was ques- 
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tionable and little was known of its 
method of manufacture. The success- 
ful production of this drug, and the 
determination of its effectiveness, 
manner of use and proper dosage 
were important factors in the suc- 
cessful conclusion of the war and also 
will be of vital significance in the 
worldwide control of malaria in 
peacetime. 

The vigorous research on anti- 
malarials brought about the discovery 
of other drugs, some of which show 
great promise, and the world will 
never again be so dependent on 
quinine. 

Antibiotics—-Penicillin, one of the 
outstanding discoveries in the field 
of medicine, also was known before 
the war, but its potentialities were 
unknown and it was not being pro- 
duced commercially. Great difficul- 
ties in producing penicillin in suffi- 
cient quantities had to be overcome.

was accomplished, all in time for 
penicillin to be used extensively and 
successfully during 1944 and 1945. 

Its value has been tremendous 
and our success in surgery and the 
treatment of many diseases owes 
much to its discovery. Another new 
antibiotic, streptomycin, is still being 
investigated clinically but gives great 
promise in the treatment of some in- 
fections where penicillin has failed. 

Amputee Program — The remark- 
able results obtained in the rehabili- 
tation of the blinded, the amputees, 
and the paraplegics (those with para- 
lyzed legs) were not so much due to 
single outstanding developments as 
to the institution of carefully planned 
and executed programs in _ special 
centers, combined with a determina- 
tion to do everything possible to 
return those disabled men to civil 
life as well adjusted, useful citizens. 

Care of the Amputee—An inevit- 
able consequence of war is a large 
number of veterans who have lost 
one or more limbs. The replacement 
of missing anatomic parts with ar- 
tificial appliances which are not only 
useful, but also not unsightly has 
long been a goal of civil and military 
medicine. 

The success in_bringing this about 
in the present war far exceeds that 
ever accomplished before. 

Such patients were treated in 
special centers where every facility 
was present to restore them to 
physical and mental health, to fit 
them with the device best suited to 
their needs, and train them in its 
use. A vigorous national research 
program has produced marked im- 
provements in the devices. themselves, 
and still more promising results are 
expected in the future. 

Care of the Paraplegic Patient— 
In World War I it was believed that 
little could be done for the unfor- 
tunate individual paralyzed as the 
result of injury to the spinal cord. 
No such defeatist attitude was per- 
mitted to hinder the attempt to re- 
habilitate paraplegicg in this war. 

They were gathered in _ special 
centers and every known measure was 
used to combat infection usually as- 
sociated with such injuries, prevent 
and cure pressure sores, restore 
nutrition, build up their bodies by 
exercise, and finally to get them out 
of bed, not just to wheelchairs, but 
on thetr feet with the aid of crutches, 
bars and other devices so that they 
could resume some semblance of 
normal life. 

The success of this program was 
one of the startling advances . of 
World War II. ; 

Care of the Blinded — Several 
hospitals were established as centers 
for special treatment of the blinded. 
Here the blinded man received the 
finest surgical and medical care, and 
also was taught to shave, dress, keep 
himself groomed, feed himself, to get 
about alone if ambulant, and to care 
for his personal effects generally. 

A special attempt was made to 
obtain emotional adjustment to the 
blinded man’s new life. 

When able he was transferred to 
a special convalescent hospital, where 
prior to his arrival he had already 
gained a great deal of confidence in 
his ability to carry on in a sighted 
world. At the convalescent hospital, 
with the aid of special counselors, his 
training was extended until at dis- 
charge he was usually willing and 
able to return to civil life a confident 
and relatively independent member 
of soctety.

“We want to find your wife.”

“T watched her. She didn’t seem to be breath- 
ing. I felt her pulse, and it had stopped! 

“IT became panic-stricken. I was afraid I might 
be blamed or prosecuted for malpractice, even 
though I am not a medical doctor. In my hysteria, 
I decided that I should not leave her there, that 
I must take her some place,”

Samuel Epes, killer or hysterical fool, was 
indicted on a charge of “murder by poison and 
suffocation.” But the prosecutor, Solicitor T. Pou 
Taylor, when the case came to trial, decided to 
disregard that portion of the evidence which indi- 
cated that the wife might have been buried alive. 

The trial opened on Sept. 17 before Circuit 
Court Judge A. L. Gaston. Epes had become pale 
With confinement, and there were deep circles 
under his eyes. But he still walked like a soldier 
and an officer, though he would never now attend 
the wounded in France and Germany, nor ex- 
perience the hazards of combat. 


Pp ROSECUTOR TAYLOR showed, early in his 

case, that the normal dose of the sleeping medi 
cine was one grain. He held that the defendant 
had given his wife an overdose purposely. 

Mrs. Williams, the dead girl’s mother, testi- 
fied- that Mary Lee had not suffered from the 
type of eramps Epes described, nor had she been 
in the habit of taking medicine for such pain. 

Dr. R. P. Walton of the South Carolina Medi- 
cal College of Pharmacy testified that in his 
opinion if a doctor had been called promptly, he 
might have revived Mary Lee. 

In this connection, the state stressed the fact 
that a physician lived right across the hall from 
the Epes’ apartment. 

Why had Epes not called this physician? 

Brig. Gen. Duncan G. Richart, commander at 
Fort Jackson, testified that Epes had told him 
he spent five days at a New Orleans hotel with 
Nelson Kingsland. He said Epes told him he had 
been trying to ditch the Lake Charles girl. 

“But knowing that he had written all those 
letters to her,” Richart added, “I said to him, 
‘That’s some way to ditch a woman!’” 

Defense Attorney Edgar Brown, an important 
official in South Carolina, since he was president 
of the state senate, called .no witnesses. 


FE told the jury that Epes’ statement had been 

accurate, that he had been drinking, that 
he did not remember the foolish things he did 
when his wife lay dying. But assuredly, said 
Brown, Sam Epes never killed Mary Lee. 

“There’s been talk that this young man was 
under the influence of whiskey the night that 
his wife died,” the attorney continued. “We are 
not trying him for drinking whiskey or being a 
fool. I think he was tight. I don’t think she was, 
but she’d had a few drinks, and when the bar- 
biturate and liquor hit each other she died.” 

He ridiculed the suggestion that an infatuation 
for Miss Kingsland had been the motive. 

“The record of this case shows that Sam Epes 
is a gentleman, and that there’s good blood in 
his veins,” said Brown. “He was a thousand miles 
from home, and ran into some gir! from a war 
plant and went around with her a littl. Is that 
a motive for murder? 

“Say, if you’re going to kill every soldier who 
went away from home during the war and had 
a date with some woman, you won't have any 
army left! Human nature is human nature.” 


THE jury, 12 male humans, decided that Epes was 
guilty and recommended leniency. He got life. 
And so, soldierly Sam Epes, instead of going 

overseas to do the job for which he had been 

trained, then returning to live a normal, happy, 
useful life with the little girl he’d loved on sight, 
didn't do any of these things. 

Instead of becoming an important businesy 
leader in his native Richmond as he had planned 
for a long time, he is now buried alive in the 
State Penitentiary at Columbia, S. C., where he 
performs menial chores about the yard,

VERWEIGHT is. often 
the result of frustra- 
tion and as a result over- 
eating often parallels alco- 
holism. It is a waste of 
time to attempt to treat 
overweight, says one promi. 
nent weight-reducing doc- 
tor, when the patient isn’t 
interested. No one can be 
satisfactorily reduced who 
does not wish to be. 
Overweight, as the years 
creep up, can be and is a 
menace to life. Actually, as 
you grow older, you should 
be eating less because of a 


diminished output of energy. 
This can be accomplished in 
part by reversing the pro- 
portion of fast and slow 
calories. Fast calories such 
as protein in lean meat 
should be emphasized, and 
slow calories such as found 
in cream, butter and all car- 
bohydrates should be eaten 
less freely. The rich des- 
serts which are so typical 
of the American diet should 
be outlawed except for spe- 
cial occasions or an occa- 
sional Sunday family dinner. 

Dieting should not be a 
speedy process, and every 
concentrated weight reduc- 
tion program must be pre- 
ceded by a physical exam- 
ination. Avoid faddist tech- 
niques. Let your doctor out- 
linea balanced reducing diet 
for you, a nourishing one 
that’s chockful of minerals 
and vitamins. 


Diet Hints 


1. Keep a written record 
of weight reduction. 

2. Do not weigh yourself 
more than once a week. 

3. Do not be discouraged 
if you do not lose the same 
amount each week. 

4. Do not be frightened 
by a little dizziness when it 
occurs during the first week. 
But if it persists, check with 
your doctor. 

5. Form unpleasant asso- 
Ciations with fattening foods. 

6. Do not be tempted by 
insistent hostesses. 

7. If you are hungry, 
munch unsalted celery, clove 
lozenges or drink unsweet- 
ened fruit juices. 

8. Use as little table salt 
as possible.
